The open forum discussion, 
pro and con, was suggested 
by Safety Council Chairman 
Harold Barbour during regu- 
lar meeting of the group Wed- 
nesday night, June 10.

Replied Mr. Barbour, 
“The safety of our school 
children is not wholly 
up to us (the safety Coun- 
cil). Hf people are not in- 
terested in this problem 
and don’t show up for the 
forum, then they have no 
ene to blame but them- 
selves.” 

Added Sgt. Davis, “We're 


not afraid of a debate on this - 


matter. If a car wipes out 
three or four children who 
have to walk to school in the 
traffic lane of a high speed 
highway, how does that com- 
pare with the cost of installing 
sidewalks?”

This is the report from a) 
man who ought to know. He| 
is Philip Holden, city council- 
man and manager of Ontario 
Water Company. From a 
family of citrus growers, a 
lifetime resident of Upland, 
Mr. Holden is a man who 
talks slow but thinks fast and 
knows water from well depth 
to irrigation source. 

Besides having its own 
wells, the City of Upland owns 
or holds options on 50 per 
cent of the Ontario Water Co. 
stock. This is strictly reserve 
water which the city has not 
used. The options on the stock 
runs out in September, 1960. 


Also owned by the City of 
Upland is stock in San An- 
tonio Water Company, the 
1882 granddaddy of the flock 
of smaller water companies 
like Mr. Holden's three-well 
firm. The city has occasion- 
ally used San Antonio water. 
If necessary the city could 
hook into Metropolitan Water 
District line on Benson Ave- 
nue.
